ten years.”’ The combination of the 
treaty and a reduced navy, he de 
clared, was a “dangerous concession, 
going to the entire limit of prudence,” 

“In substance and effect,” he add- 
ed, “it binds us never to have a navy 
greater than Britain. It concedes to 
Japan a navy out of all proportion to 
her wealth and population.” 

Calls It Genéfous. 

The “5-5-3” proposal submitted by 
Secretary Hughes was’ described by 
Mr. Keed as so generous to Great 
Britain and Japan that he could not 
but wonder whether it had=not come 
from the British government itself. 
At any rate, he said, it was so gen- 
erous and America had displayed such 
altruism that the United States ought 
not to be asked “to pay the price of 
foregoing the advantage she now 
has.” 

“America demonstrated during the 
war,” he continued, “that she could 
beat the world. Had need be, she 
could have demonstrated that she 
could conquer the world. She has the 
wealth and population tu eclipse all 
in the ' for naval armaments. 

More to Come. 

“She could have kept on and be- 
come sole master of the seas, but she 
chose to forego that advantage. Now, 
it appears she is allowing the plan 
for a reduction of armament to be- 
c.me the pack horse upon whose back 
is to be carried a quadruple alliance 
in the interests of Britain and Japan 
in the Orient, and to have the: United 
States underwrite in the blood of her 
sons the ambitions and avarice of 
Great Britain and Japan in the south- 
ern seas,”

ate adjourned. He announced that 
having made his “preliminary state- 
ment,” he would be prepared tomor- 
row to analyze the “iniquities’ of 
the four-power agreement.

roads in China had been built under 
the aid of foreign loans. The Chinese 
delegates replied that the Chinese con- 
sortium was’ ready to finance the res- 
toration of the railroad, and China’s 
desire was to make use of this in or- 
der to do away with “foreign control.” 

Mr. Hanihara, of the Japaese dele. | 
gation, said after the meeting that | 
satisfactory progress had béen made | 
toward a settlement of the Shantung 
question, but would give no details. 

From the Chinese, however, it was 
learned that after the provisional ac- 
ceptance of the Chinese financial of- | 
fer for complete Chinese control over 
the railroad, the discussion centered | 
on the mode of payment. No decision 
was reached and the discussion will 
be continued tomorrow. 

The amount agreed upon virtually is 
the valuation placed on the road, ex- 
clusive of the adjacent mines, by the. 
reparations commission sét up under | 
the treaty of Versailles, and which | 
Japan is to pay Germany. 

The question of coal mines and cer- 
tain iron ore fields involved in the 
disputed railroad remains to be set- 
tled, but according to the Chinese, 
probably will not be reached until the 
method of payment of the road proper 
is agreed upon.

Mrs. Raizen Now Admits 
Motive for Killing of 
Dr. Glickstein. 


New York, December 15.- -Reveal- 
ing more and more of the anguish 
which she said at last became unbear- 
able and drove her to take a human 
life, Mrs. Lillian S. Raizen tonight 
supplied an added motive for sending 
a bullet through the heart of Dr. Abra- 
ham Glickstein in his Brooklyn of- 
fice last Saturday. 

This, the young toymaker’s wife con- 
fessed, was that during the six years 
of their intimacy Dr. Glickstein had 
performed an operation which had 
rendered her incapable of motherhood. 

Only after months o:. married life 
with Raizen, to whom she was mar- 
ried last May. she said, did she realize 
the full extent of her misfortune, 
which ¢nflamed :n her the desire sor 
vengeance on the author of her un- 
-appiness. 

This disclosure on the part of the 
young woman who is waiting trial on 
a charge of fist degree murder, was 
followed by the information from an- 
other source that her trial would be 
notable for the introduction of ideas 
and phrases unfamiliar to legal termi- 
nology—her alleged “vengeance com- 
plex” her “murder obsession”—words 
borrowed from the lexicon of the 
psychoanalyist.

Under the final arrangement the

in the origina, American plan. The 
thirty American vessels to be scrapped 
under the original proposal had a ton- 
nage of 825,000, and those to be 
scrapped under the present plan have 
au tonnage of 820,000. 

Japan will scrap the same number 
us under the original plan, but the 
umended list substituting the old 
Setsu for the new Mutsu makes the 
total tonnage to be scrapped by Japan 
435,000 tons in place of 448,000 tons 
in the original plan. 

Great Britain, which was to have 
scrapped 19 capital ships under the 
original plan, is to give up 23 under 
the revised arrangement, but will 
build two new ships. The original 
British tonnage to be scrapped under 
the original prq@posal was 583,000 and

legend tons each, that is, calculating 
the tonnage according to British 
standards of measurement, or accord- 
ing to American calculations, the 
equivalent of 37,000 tons each. It 
is agreed that the British government 
shall, on the completion of these two 
(2) new ships, scrap four (4) of 
their ships of the King George V 
type, that is, the Erin, King George 
V, Centurion and Ajax, which were to 
bave been retained under the original 
American proposal, This would leave 
the British capital ships in number 
20, as against under the American 
proposal. Taking the tonnage of the 
two (2) new ships according to Amer- 
ican calculation, it would amount to 
74,000, and the four ships scrapped 
having a tonnage of 96,400 tons, 
there would be a reduction in net ton- 
nage of 22,400 tons, leaving the Brit- 
ish tonnage of capital ships 582,050, 
instead of 604,450. This would give 
the British as against the United 
States an excess tonnage of 56,200 
tons, which is deemed to be fair, in 
view of the age of the ships of the 
Royal Sovereign and the Queen Eliza- 
beth types. 
Replacement Limits. 

“The maximum limitation for the 
tonnage of ships to be constructed in 
replacement is to be fixed at 35,000 
legend tons, that is, according to Brit- 
ish standards of measurement, or, ac- 
cording to American calculations the 
equivalent of 37,000 tons, in order 
to give accommodation to these 
changes. The maximum tonnage of 
capital ships is fixed, for, the purpose 
of replacement, on the basis of Ameri- 
ean standards of calculation, as fol- 
lows:

“Great Britain. 525,000 tons.

Max Burger, an eye-witness, said 
that the bandit wore a gray cap and 
gray overcoat, and that he came run- 
ning down Peachtree and ran into 
the lobby. 
Had Cigar in Mouth. 


W. H. Huff, of 92 Tilden street, 
said that West’s assailent bad a cigar 
in his mouth when he entered the Job- 
by and that he made a lunge at Mr.

CRIME WAVE HERE 
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and Around Decatur 


BY COLONEL JEFFERSON S. MILLS. 
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Decatur, Ga., December 15.—(Spe- 
cial.)—C. J. Trowbridge, constructing 
engineer, on diverting the overflow at 


the city waterworks, for the purpose 
of heightening and lengthening the 
old dam, discovered that the backwash 
had undermived the structure where 
the foundation was not laid on bed 
rock, that water was coming through 
and that it was and had been for an 
unknown period in danger of sudden 
collapse. 

Such hasty provision as was pos- 
sible was made to safeguard against 
this danger, but until material can be 
shipped and put in place, it is stated 
that only continued good fortune will 
save the city from a complete shutoff 
of water supply, as this is delivered 
into reservoirs by gravity from the 
impounded water of the dam. 

City Manager P. P. Pilcher, fore. 
seeing an emergency when Decatur 
might be compelled to eall on Atlanta 
for water, found, on inquiry, that 
Decatur had at one time a main con- 
necting with the city waterworks, but 
it was charged that this connection 
had been made without the consent or 
knowledge of Atlanta authorities, and 
he was informed by Zode Smith, man- 
ager of the Atlanta water department, 
that this main had been cut at a point 
which he did not divulge, but which, 
he stated, was on record. How long it 
would take to replace this connection 
is unknown, but presumably it could 
be done in a few hours, 


Uses Large Supply. 

Decatur uses about 500,000 gallons 
of water daily, and the standpipe has 
a capacity of 80,000 galons. By 
unprovements, now in progress, a re- 
serve supply of 4,500,000 gallons will 
be provided. The present dam is 90 
feet long and 13 feet high. This will 
be raised to 17 feet, and lengthened to 
115 feet. The structure will be built 
of concrete, and anchored throughout 
to bedrock. 

Decatur’s water supply comes from 
what is known as the Burnt Fork 
branch of Peachtree creek, about two 
and one-half miles north of the city. 

Case Nol-prossed. 
_ The case against Eula Putnam, 
jointly indicted for murder with 
Clomer Thompson, in the slaying of 
Ernest Brown, near Wesley chapel, 
last March, was nol-prossed in DeKalb 
superior court today, but the law had 
another hold on her in the charge of 
being drunk on the public highway, an 
offense committted in the Wesley 
chapel settlement, and, subsequent to 
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her release from jail under bond to; 
answer the charge of murder. 

She entered a plea of guilty Wed- 
nesday to the charge of drunkenness 
on the public highway, and received a 
sentence of twelve months on _ the 
chaingang, but this was suspended 
during the term of good behavior, and 
upon her promise to leave the county. 

Thompson is serving a life-time sen- 
tence for the slaying of Brown, which 
was the result of jealousy, the Putnam 
woman being one of the lines to the 
triangle. She escaped with Thomp- 
son, and for a time remained in jail, 
being released on small bail after the 
latter’s conviction. 


Murder Case Remains. 

Judge J. B. Hutcheson has disposed 
of one murder case this week, and one 
other remains to be tried, in addition 
to twenty-six other jail cases. All 
these the judge expects to dispose of 
during the week, even if it is found 
necessary to hold night sessions 
to do so. 

Oliver Howard, charged with mur- 
der in the slaying of James Kilgore, 
both negroes, is set down first on the 
calendar for Thursday morning. How- 
ard stabbed Kilgore to the heart on 
Marshall street, Decatur, on Saturday 
night, the 29th of October, last. 


42 Weeks of €ourt. 

Judge Hutcheson, presiding this 
week in DeKalb superior court, has 
put in forty-two weeks of court in 
jury cases this year, when, under the 
law, only twenty-eight weeks were 
provided. If on to this work is added 
hearings at chambers, and pleas in 
court otherwise provided under stat- 
ute, it will be found to make up a 
tolerably busy year for his honor. Re- 
cently, he took Solicitor A. M. Brand 
and, making a progress across part of 
his circuit, held court in three differ- 
ent counties during the course of one 
day.

property, but the police cars are used 
for the protection of life.” 

Police Chief Beavers announced 
Thursday that the 25 extra men re- 
cently provided for the police force 
for the holiday season will be placed 
on active duty at once as a precaution 
against holiday disorders.

Rests on Answer 


ToLabor Problem 


So Declares Rail Labor Board 
Offi i ] at Di 1 in 

BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS. 

New York, December 15.—The wis- 
dom with which the question of or- 
ganized labor is solved in America will 
spell the survival or downfal] of the 
republic, Ben W. Hooper, former gov- 
ernor of Tennessee, and vice chairman 
of the United States railroad labor 
board, declared tonight, adding that 
organized railroad labor and railroad 
capital has a “public trust” to per- 
form in rendering efficient and unin- 
terrupted railway service to the peo- 
ple of the United States. 

Speaking at the annua] dinner of 
the New York Railroad club, at which 
six other members of the railroad la- 
bor board were also present, Mr. 
Hooper said the price of a rail strike 
last fall would have “staggered the na- 
tion.” Railroad labor, he said, has 
no right morally, at least, to tie up 
the railroads and destroy the prop- 
erty, business, health and lives of in- 
nocent women and children.” 

But this moral obligation does 
not mean that organized labor on the 
railroads should be stamped out as 
certain séctions’ of petite opinion ad- 
vocated in the Octo crisis, the for- 
mer governor said.

This was evident in the settlement 
of the threatened railroad strike last 
fall, he said, when the board was 
treated to a “shower” of verbal brick- 
bats because it violated the quasi- 
properties of a quasi-judiciai trib- 
unal. 

“When we saw the public, like a 
fair maiden, suffocating in_ the 
smoke, and lapped by the flames on 
the twentieth floor of a burning build- 
ing, and when we unceremoniously 
grabbed her and carried her down to 
a place of safety, there were certain 
fastidious souls who complained be- 
cause we had indelicately mussed up 
her garments and disarranged her 
marcel wave,” the commissioner said. 


Has Been Vindicated. 

“A few sophisticated and  hard- 
boiled individuals never could be- 
lieve that I never did promise the 
brotherhood officers when addressing 
them, to take something away from 
the carriers and give it to them, and 
yet this was literally true. The mem- 
orandum adopted by the board, which 
finally averted the strike, merely 
called attention to the fact that it 
was premature to start a row about 
another reduction in wages because 
the board did not propose ,to read- 
just the wages of any class of labor 
until the rules and working condi- 
tions of that particular class had been 
passed on. 

“Tt was said that the board’s memo- 
randum, in effect, closed the door to 
carriers and employees who might 
want to ask a readjustment of wages. 
On this point the board has been 
thoroughly vindicated, because it has 
already disposed of most of the rules, 
and it will ‘e weeks and probably 
months before any petition for a wage 
revision is filed with the board.” 

The fixing of railroad wages, Mr. 
looper said, should recognize a liv- 
ing wage that means something more 
than a bare existence, and also that 
there is a limit to the ability of a 
carrier to pay—‘“that there is no mi- 
raculous fountain of inexhaustible 
gold flowing into the coffers of a 
railroad.” 

Railroad industry has avoided any 
great disaster in emerging from the 
war and a “magnified spirit of co- 
operation” between employees and 
employer would affect a complete re- 
habilitation of the country’s trans- 
portation system, the vice chairman 
concluded. 

In attaining this rehabilitation, 
Mr. Hooper pledged the efforts of the 
labor board: as an instrument of set- 
tling peaceably industrial controver- 
sies through arbitration.

Held Unjustified 
By Rail Profits 


Washington, December 15.—Rail- 
road earnings, past and present, fail 


to justify general decrease of rates, 
George M. Shriver, vice president of 
the Baltimore and Ohio railroad; 
Benjamin Campbell, vice president of 
the New York, New Haven and Hart- 
ford, and Thomas C. Powell, vice 
president of the Erie, testified 


today at the interstate commission 
investigation into the reasonableness 
of the present level of all transporta- 
tion rates. 

Mr. Shriver, however, speaking for 
all the roads as chairman of the ac- 
counting committees of the Railway 
Executives’ association, concluding 
his testimony, declared that decreases 
might take place “in the not far dis- 
tant future.”’ Under the commission's 
rulings, cross-examination of the 
three witnesses was deferred until 
January, when states, municipalities 
and shippers will be heard. 

Mr. Shriver based his conclusions 
on statistical presentations, to the ef- 
fect that in the 12 months ending 
September 30, 1921, earnings of class 
one roads amounted to $542,409,000, 
which declared to be but 2.75 per 
cent on estimated property invest- 
ment as compared with the transpor- 
tation act clause providing for a 6 
per cent return. In spite of lower 
costs for wages and materials, he 
said, roads in the eastern district if 
given during the next year the same 
traffic they enjoyed during the last, 
would earn but 5.4 per cent. 


Washington, December 15.—Reail- 
road traffic executives have been re- 
quested by Secretary Hoover to re- 
duce freight rates $1 a ton on coal 
from eastern producing districts to 
Atlantic ports, in order to allow 
American producers to meet increas- 
ing competition from English coals 
in American porg#®. The request, it 
was said tonight, was made at a joint 
session with the traffic officials, coal 
producers, Chairman McChord, of the 
interstate commerce commission, and 
representatives of the commerce de- 
partment, und resulted in the crea- 
tion of a committee to investigate the 
conditions and report next week. 

Present rates on export coal from 
principal producing points to the tide- 
water range around $2.80 a ton, and 
Mr. Hoover suggested that the rail- 
roads could meet expenses on the 
hauls at the $1.80 rate, although no 
profits would be realized. American 
mines, he contended, could meet the 
British prices and resume production 
in some cases where shut-downs are 
now being forced.

The mayor spoke the truth when, 
 eddressing a group of ‘Atlanta men 
and women in his office Wednes- 
day, he declared that it is ‘unneces- 
sary “for an army of idle men to 
walk Atlanta’s streets.” 

These citizens bad met to con- 
sider ways and means of procuring 


jobs for the unemployed in this 
city, of whom, the gathering was 
informed, there are “more than 
5,000,” 

Each of those unemployed men 
and women ought to be at work, 
and with so much work needing to 
in Atlanta, 
there should be a job for every 
one of them, 

Atlanta is far behind 
work. 

It is behind in its public work, 
such as repairs and extensions of 
its public facilities, and in work 
of a private nature, such’as home- 
building, repairs, etc. 

This work, both public and pri- 
vate, should he pushed to the limit 
now while industrial operations are 
slack, in order that as many idle 
men and women as possible may 
be taken off the streets and put 
in the status of breadwinners. 

The man or woman who is out of 
employment and without means of 
support is a liability on the com- 
munity. 

In many instances, as the police 
records show, the jobless man or 
idle woman is an absolute menace 
to the public physical and moral 
welfare. 

They have.to eat, and they re- 
quire clahing and shelter; and 
when they cannot procure those 
primary necessities by honest toil 
they get them either at the hands 
of charity or by violence or by 
other means detrimental to the 
peace and well-being of the com- 
munity.

SHOWING GOOD FAITH. 
Significant of good faith on the 
part of Japan in agreeing to the 
Hughes naval holiday and 5-5-3 war- 
craft curtailment plan is the report 
that in anticipation of the proposed 
reduction of ita armed strength on 
the sea the Japanese government 
has already retired ten rear ad- 
mirals who otherwise would have 
had years to serve on the active 
list. 

This has been done, according to 
an Associated Press dispatch fram 
Washington, which goes on to say 
that the Japanese delegation to the 
armament conference received ad- 
vices from their government a few 
days ago “that 3,000 employees of 
the Mururan Steel company, which 
supplies great quantities of steel to 
the shipbuilding plant of the im- 
perial navy, also have been dis- 
charged.” 

This looks as though Japan 
means business and is as anxious 
to co-operate in a general plan of 
disarmament, and as desirous of 
peace on a permanent: basis, as is 
the United States, Great Britain or 
any other country.

Amorous Tells Why 
Farmers Are Hard Up 


Editor Constitution: While we 
are im the midst of business depres- 
sion, various causes are being as- 
signed by different authorities for 
the unemployment and closing of fac- 
tories. Some claim—and it is gener- 
ally believed—that it is due to the 
falling off of the demand for our 
products by foreign countries, The 
cts are, that we “busted” in 1920, 
while in 1{19 we were in the height 
of prosperity. Yet in 1920 our ex- 
ports to Europe were one billion dol- 
lars more than in the year 1919, when 
we were so prosperous. 

Another fact that ought forever to 
refute the statement that we are 
obliged to have trade with Europe 
in order to he prosperous: We have 
never exported more than seven per 
cent to all foreign countries in any 
one year of all our manufactured 
and agricultural products, Ninety 
three per cent of the total products 
of this country is consumed in this 
country. Therefore, to say that the 
merchant who has sold ¥8 per cent 
of his stock of goods is compelled to 
go into bankruptcy because he has 
to carry 7 per cent of his stock of 
goods over another season cannot be 
true. ‘These facts show that we are 
not dependent on foreign countries 
for a living in this country. 

We have been told that the farmer 
needs to diversify in order to have 
the country prosperous; and others 
say, because in 1919 cotton sold for 
40 cents per pound and that in the 
year 1920 they planted nothing else 
but cotton was the reason why we 
“busted” —because we only had a one 
crop state. 

The fact are that in 1920 there 
was only 18 per cent of the cultivated 
land of Georgia in cotton. FEighty- 
two per cent of our farms were in 
foodstuffs, cattle, hogs, ete. We 
farmers practiced diversification in 
1920, and yet the country “busted.” 
These facts dispel the theories, and 
show that there are other reasons 
for this business:depression. I claim 
they owe it conclusively «to but one 
reason, and that is that the farmer 
in 1920 had to sell his cotton for ten 
cents per pound that cost him forty 
cents to produce, If the farmer had 
received forty cents for the cotton 
that: cost him forty cents, he could 
have paid his debts to the merchant; 
the merchant could have -paid his 
debts to the wholesaler, -and could 
have bought more goods from the 
m.nufacturer. Let the farmers form 
themselves into a co-operative cot- 
ton growers’ association, get a prof- 
itable price for their cotton, and 
business will be revived, and not be 
fore their buying power is restored.

Tie insurance company igsued a 
policy on the life of Willie Reynolds, 
a negro, The policy contained a 
clause that it was incontestable from 
any cause after it had been in force 
one year. Reynolds committed a 
crime in South Carolina, and on con- 
viction was electrocuted July 11,1919. 
The insurance company sought¢@o have 
a demurrer sustained which made the 
policy invalid on the ground that it 
was against public policy to pafgsuch 
a claim on a man who met pacer 
at the hands of justice. The supreme 
court held that the demurrer «ould 
not be sustained and returned the 
case to the Richmond superior court 
tor trial.

Walter Hampden, noted Shakespear- | 


ean, hailed over the nation as the 
successor to Booth, made his first ap- 


pearance last night at the Atlanta the- 
ater. His high repute caused the as- 
semblage of an extraordinarily large 
audience. His work was greeted by a 
sustained attention and prolonged ap- 
plause that gave fitting tribute to his 
artistry. 

Unlike most actors playing Shake- 
spearean repertoire on the road, Mr. 
Hampden did not avoid the issue by 
making his premiere in one of the 
bard’s lighter offerings, or in a near- 
classic that might appeal to popular 
taste. He stakes his all on his “Ham- 
let,” and withal a “Hamlet” that de- 
parts far from traditional handfing. 

Mr. Hampden’s Melancholy Dane is 
a virile personality, a poet who can 
be stirred to deeds of blood and iron— 
and quickly and resolutely stirred. His 
treatment is just as plausible as it is 
novel, just as effective as it is daring. 
Certainly, Atlanta has never seen a 
“Hamlet” more surcharged with hu- 
man impulses. 

And the audience responded to the 
human appeal. At the close of his 
scenes with the ghost, with the play- 
ers and the king, and with the mother, 
Mr. Hampden was called to respond 
to curtain cal] after curtain call, and 
there was no semblance of claque in 
the demands made by the andience.
